Our water and air have suffered 
decades of assault from the wastes 
of a manmade industrial environ- 
ment, Often, the traces of chemi- 
cals and their effects are disguised 
by the complex interplay of na- 
ture’s forces or are hidden in the 
bodies of birds and animals, or 
man himself, Slowly, as science 
comes to understand beter the 
natural cycles of the planet, en- 
vironmental damage is discover- 
ed and its causes mitigated or 
eradicated. 

Today, industrial society con- 
fronts one of the most widespread 
and dangerous violations of the 
environment. The rain that falls to 
earth has been poisoned by micro- 
scopic drops of nitric and sulfuric 
acids emitted from industrial 
smokestacks, Perhaps the most 
basic cycle of nature—the evapora- 
tion of water and its inevitable 
return to earth, lakes and seas— 
has been infected by our hand. 

This newly identified environ- 
mental threat is known as “acid 
rain.” Recently, it was the topic 
of a scientific forum attended by 
the foremost scientists in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. Little is pre- 
sently known about remedies for 
the poisoned rain; even less ab- 
out methods: to rehabilitate the 
cycle. 

So, last week the Senate appro- 
priated funds for a long term stu- 
dy of the danger in the hope that 
our universities and research cen- 
ters can return fresh rains to the 
clouds above. I co-sponsored the 
legislation, not only because Maine 
is severely affected by acid rain 
fall, but because these modern 
“rainmakers" face the task of 
saving the environment of all of 
North America. The threat is that 
immense. 

Farmers and week end garden- 
ers treat their soil every spring 
with fertilizer that has a basic 
acidity or alkalinity in order to 
give the soil the best “ph” factor 
for the crops. The scale runs from 
0 to 14, a medsurement of 7 being 
neutral. Above 7 is increasingly 
alkaline and below 7 increasingly 
acidic. 

Biologists have now identified 
acid rain with a ph lower than 


5.6, the average pH of normal|' 
rainfall. The rains with the lower | | 


pH act to reduce the pH of lakes 
and streams, as well as the soil.

and one in West Bethel. It is 
proposed to name the road off the 
Northwest Bethel Road “Gibson 
Road”. That in West Bethel would 
retain the name “Ferry Road”. 


There are presently two Cross 
Roads and one Cross Street in 
town. “Cross Street” will retain its 
name, but the Sunday River Cross 
Road would be named “Martin’s 
Lane”, after a one-time resident, 
and the South Bethel Cross Road 
would be called “Bloody Street’, 
as it is known already to many 
people in the town. 

Several roads in town that used 
to be continuous are presently 
town roads only in separated parts, 
the remainder of the original road 
having been abandoned or discon- 
tinued. The Chase Road in South 
Bethel is now in two parts, The 
stretch running between Route 26 
and the Chase Farm will retain 
the name “Chase Road”, but the 
northern portion, which forms the 
cross bar of a T with Chandler 
Hill Road as its base, would be 
named “Waterspout Mountain 
Road" since it once led north to 
Waterspout Mountain, 

The Bird Hill Road, *unning out 
from Locke Mills, has a separated 
portion that runs down the back 
of thé hili to the south, entering 
‘Woodstock to emerge on the Gore 
Road. This portion of the road 
would bé named “McCrillis Brook 
Road”, after a water-course in the 
vicinity, 

The longest road in town pre- 
sently is known by several names: 
Middle Intervale Road, East Beth- 
él Road, Rumford Road, and Riv- 
er Road. It is proposed to name 
it Intervale Road, as it touches or 
skirts the intervale along large 
portions of its length from Bethel 
Village to the Rumford town line, 

Two major roads in town run 
between settlements in Bethel and 
Locke Mills. It is proposed that 
the road between Béan’s Corner 
in East Bethel and Locke Mills be 
named “Locke Mills Road”, The 
length of Rotite 26 between Bethel 
Village and the Greenwood line 
would be named “Walker's Mills 
Road”, after the district in South

ON THOROUGH 
VEHICLE INSPECTION 


The Maine State Police advise 
motorists to make sure when they 
take their motor vehicle to be 
inspected that it is done thorough- 
ly for their own safety. 

“Motorists who by law are sup- 
posed to have their vehicles in- 
spected by a State licensed motor 
vehicle inspection station should 
make sure that the items required 
by law to be inspected are indeed 
inspected,” said Col. Allan H. 
Weeks, Chief of the Maire State 
Police. 

State Police Traffic Safety of- 
ficers are making a maximum ef- 
fort in cooperation with licensed 
station owners and certified mech- 
anics to make sure motor vehicles 
are inspected as reqtired, Col. 
Weeks said. 

“Owners of vehicles should 
realize that the three-dollar fee 
charged for the motor vehicle in- 
spection doés not cover the cost 
of any needed replacement ma- 
terials or additional labor,” said 
Col. Weeks.

Washington 

by Sen. Edmund S, Muskie 
SALT Ii—Part One 


The Senate Committee on For- 
eign Relations has finished its 
work on the SALT Hf Treaty, and 
Senate debate will start shortly 
after Thanksgiving. As a member 
of the Committee, I voted to send 
SALT If to the full Senate for de- 
bate. And I will vote for ratifica- 
tion, As a preview of the Senate 
debate, I want to discuss reasons 
why. I believe the debate critical 
to our foreign relations and our 
own national security. 

The nuclear arms race is more 
than three decades old. Each side 
has more than enough nuclear 
weapons to destroy each other, 
Each side is spending many bil- 
lions of dollars to make its wea- 
pons even more deadly. 

SALT Hf will not stop these de- 
velopments, but it will slow them 
down, It will make them less cost- 
dy. And more importantly, SALT 
H attacks a fundamental notion 
which has propelled the arms race 
—that we will be safe only if 
our nuclear weapons are superior, 
greater in number, better in qual- 
ity and more accurate. SALT IE 
attempts, for the first time, to 
make the nuclear arsenals of both 
the superpowers roughly equal in 
size and deadliness, 

The treaty allows the United 
States to build the forces our ex- 
perts say we need to maintain this 
equality, The treaty enhances our 
ability to monitor what the Soviet 
Union is doing. And, most impor- 
tantly, because it is a step toward 
more effective control of nuclear 
weapons in the future, this treaty 
makes war less likely. 

The Soviet Union is building 
new weapons at a rapid rate. SALT 
II will slow them down. The Sov- 
jet Union will have to destroy or 
dismantle some 250 nuclear wea- 
pons. 

SALT II will not block any of 
the weapons we now plan to build. 
With or without the treaty, we 
must modernize and strengthen 
our own strategic forces. But SALT 
I makes that task easier and less 
expensive.

ratified, we would certainly be 
forced to spend billions more in 
making ovr weapons safe from the 
destructive force of their weapons, 
They would respond with new 
weapons and so on down the same 
road we have followed in the past. 

We can build the MX—a missile 
‘we can move regularly so the Soy- 
jets will never be certain of its 
location, Our missiles will thus 
be safer from attack, And SALT 
IL imposes no limits on our 
armies, allowing us to continue 
our efforts to build up and moder- 
nize NATO forces. 

So SALT IE puts a cap on the 
nuclear weapons which | directly 
threaten our homelands, Will it 
enhance our security? My conclu- 
sion after long hours of careful 
study is yes. 

First, the treaty imposes equal 
limits on the total number of 
bombers, missiles and warheads 

-for both the United States and the 

Soviet Union, This means that, al- 
though there may be other dif- 
ferences, this part of the compe- 
tition—the numbers game—has 
been eliminated. 

Second, the development and 
technological improvement of new 
missiles is restricted. 

Third, the treaty prohibits de- 
liberate interference with the 
steps we take to verify Soviet com- 
pliance, It prohibits concealment 
measures sO we can be more 
certain of what the Soviets are 
doing than we would be other- 
wise. The same restraints apply 
to us. 

Fourth, the Soviets have given 
up their option to develop the SS- 
16, a large new mobile missile so 
advanced that our experts say its 
production would have forced a 
new round of improvements on 
us, 

Fifth, the treaty leaves the Unit- 
ed States free to continue to im- 
prove our strategic weapons. 

Sixth, by limiting the total num- 
ber of Soviet warheads, SALT II 
allows us a degree of certainty ab- 

out the destructive ability of the 
Soviet arsenal. We can protect 
our own new weapons more easi-
